An Appalling: Shrinkage. 


The value bf the sheep in the United 


States has declined from $125,909,204 on 
the 1st of January, 1893, to §89,180,130 
on the 1st of January, 1894, it shrinkage 
of more than $36,000,000 in a single 
twelve months. -This shrinkage, which 
is most appalling, falls upon the farmers 
of the country, many of whom are iu 
debt, aod some of whom have mortgages 
upon their property, and were relying in 
part, at I^ast, upon a fair price for their 
wool to cancel them. Kvery dollar of 
the losa comes from the farmer's pocket, 
and no one is now more poorly prepared 
to bear It. 


Increased the Rates. 


The free list, under the law of 1890* 


took from the dutiable list non-compet- 
ing goods of the vulue of 8109,232,000. 
The now law now takes from the dut'- 
able list goods amounting in value to: 
.$41,398,000. it also takes from the free 
list articles which are prime necessities 
of Me, amounting to $113,215,000, upon 
which they propose to col I ecu a duty of 
$44,000,000.
